AN ACT Relating to election reform anmending RCW 29A. 04.008,
29A. 04. 530, 29A.40.091, 29A 40.110, 29A.60.021, 29A 60. 050, 29A. 60. 070,
29A. 60. 160, 29A. 60. 190, 29A. 60. 210, 29A.60. 250, 29A. 64.021, 29A. 64. 030,
29A. 64. 061, 29A. 68.011, and 29A. 84.650; adding a new section to chapter
29A.36 RCW adding new sections to chapter 29A .44 RCW adding new
sections to chapter 29A.

Sec. 1. RCW 29A.04.008 and 2004 c 271 s 102 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

As used in this title:

(1) "Ballot" neans, as the context inplies, either:

(a) The issues and offices to be voted upon in a jurisdiction or
portion of a jurisdiction at a particular primary, general election, or
speci al el ection;

(b) A facsimle of the contents of a particular ballot whether
printed on a paper ballot or ballot card or as part of a voting nachi ne
or voting device;
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(c) A physical or electronic record of the choices of an individual
voter in a particular primary, general election, or special election;
or

(d) The physical docunent on which the voter's choices are to be
recor ded;

(2) "Paper ballot" nmeans a piece of paper on which the ballot for
a particular election or primary has been printed, on which a voter may
record his or her choices for any candidate or for or against any
measure, and that is to be tabul ated manual | y;

(3) "Ballot card" neans any type of card or piece of paper of any
size on which a voter may record his or her choices for any candi date
and for or against any neasure and that is to be tabulated on a vote
tallying system

(4) "Sample ballot" neans a printed facsimle of all the issues and
offices on the ballot in a jurisdiction and is intended to give voters
notice of the issues, offices, and candidates that are to be voted on
at a particular primary, general election, or special election;

(5) "Provisional ballot"” neans a ballot issued ((te—a—veter)) at
the polling place on election day by the precinct el ection board((—fer
oenre—of the followngreasons)) to a voter who woul d ot herwi se be deni ed
an opportunity to vote a reqular ballot, for any reason authorized by
the help Anerica vote act, including but not limted to the foll ow ng:

(a) The voter's nanme does not appear in the poll book;

(b) There is an indication in the poll book that the voter has
requested an absentee ballot, but the voter wishes to vote at the
pol l'i ng pl ace;

(c) There is a question on the part of the voter concerning the
i ssues or candidates on which the voter is qualified to vote;

(d) Any other reason allowed by | aw

(6) "Party ballot"” neans a primary election ballot specific to a
particular major political party that lists all partisan offices to be
voted on at that primary, and the candidates for those offices who
affiliate with that same major political party;

(7) "Nonpartisan ballot" nmeans a primary election ballot that lists
all nonpartisan races and ballot mneasures to be voted on at that
primry.

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Sec. 2. RCW 29A.04.530 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 151 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

The secretary of state shall

(1) Establish and operate, or provide by contract, training and
certification prograns for state and county elections adm nistration
officials and personnel, including training on the various types of
el ection law viol ations and discrimnation, and training prograns for
political party observers which conformto the rules for such prograns
est abl i shed under RCW 29A. 04. 630;

(2) Establish guidelines, in consultation with state and | ocal |aw
enforcenent or certified docunent exam ners, for signature verification
processes. All election personnel assigned to verify signatures nust
receive training on the guidelines;

(3) Adm nister tests for state and county officials and personnel
who have received such training and issue certificates to those who
have successfully conpleted the training and passed such tests;

((3»)) (4) Mintain a record of those individuals who have
recei ved such training and certificates; and

((4))) (5) Provide the staffing and support services required by
t he board created under RCW 29A. 04. 510.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 29A 36 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Al l provi si onal and absentee ballots nmust be visually
di stingui shabl e from each ot her and nust be either:

(1) Printed on col ored paper; or

(2) Inprinted with a bar code for the purpose of identifying the
ball ot as a provisional or absentee ballot. The bar code must not
identify the voter.

Provi sional and absentee ballots mnust be incapable of being
tabul ated by poll-site counting devices.

*Sec. 4. RCW 29A.40.091 and 2004 c¢ 271 s 135 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The county auditor shall send each absentee voter a ballot, a
security envelope in which to seal the ballot after voting, a |arger
envel ope in which to return the security envel ope, and instructions on
how to mark the ballot and how to return it to the county auditor. The

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instructions that acconpany an absentee ballot for a partisan primry
must include instructions for voting the applicable ballot style, as
provided in chapter 29A.36 RCW The absentee voter's nane and address

must be printed on the larger return envel ope, which nust also contain
a declaration by the absentee voter reciting his or her qualifications
and stating that he or she has not voted in any other jurisdiction at
this election, together wth a sumary of the penalties for any
violation of any of the provisions of this chapter. The declaration
nmust clearly informthe voter that it is illegal to vote if he or she
is not a United States citizen; it is illegal to vote if he or she has

been convicted of a felony and has not had his or her voting rights
restored; and, except as otherwise provided by law, it is illegal to
cast a ballot or sign an absentee envel ope on behalf of another voter.

The return envel ope nust provide space for the voter to indicate the
date on which the ballot was voted and for the voter to sign the oath.
It nust also contain a space that the voter may include a telephone
nunber. A summary of the applicable penalty provisions of this chapter
must be printed on the return envelope imediately adjacent to the
space for the voter's signature. The signature of the voter on the
return envelope nust affirmand attest to the statenents regardi ng the
qualifications of that voter and to the validity of the ballot. The
return envel ope nust also have a secrecy flap that the voter nmay sea
that will cover the voter's signature and optional telephone nunber.
For out-of-state voters, overseas voters, and service voters, the
si gned decl aration on the return envel ope constitutes the equival ent of
a voter registration for the election or primary for which the ball ot
has been i ssued. The voter must be instructed to either return the
ballot to the county auditor by whomit was issued or attach sufficient
first class postage, if applicable, and mail the ballot to the
appropriate county auditor no later than the day of the election or
primary for which the ballot was issued.

|f the county auditor chooses to forward absentee ballots, he or
she nmust include with the ballot a <clear explanation of the
qualifications necessary to vote in that election and nust al so advi se
a voter wth questions about his or her eligibility to contact the
county auditor. This explanation may be provided on the ball ot
envel ope, on an enclosed insert, or printed directly on the ballot

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itself. If the information is not included, the envel ope nust clearly
indicate that the ballot is not to be forwarded and that return postage
I S guar ant eed.

Sec. 5. RCW29A 40.110 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 1011 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The openi ng and subsequent processing of return envel opes for

any primary or election may begin ((epr—er—after—thetenth—day before
the—prtrwary—or—eleetion)) upon receipt. The tabul ation of absentee

ball ots must not comrence until after 8:00 p.m on the day of the
primary or election.

(2) Al received absentee return envel opes nust be placed in secure
| ocations fromthe tine of delivery to the county auditor until their
subsequent openi ng. After opening the return envel opes, the county
canvassi ng board shall place all of the ballots in secure storage until
after 8:00 p.m of the day of the primary or election. Absent ee
ball ots that are to be tabulated on an electronic vote tallying system
may be taken from the inner envelopes and all the normal procedura
steps may be perforned to prepare these ballots for tabul ation.

(3) Before opening a returned absentee ballot, the canvassing
board, or its designated representatives, shall exam ne the postnark,
statenent, and signature on the return envelope that contains the
security envel ope and absentee ballot. They shall verify that the
voter's signature on the return envelope is the sane as the signature
of that voter in the registration files of the county. For registered
voters casting absentee ballots, the date on the return envelope to
which the voter has attested determnes the validity, as to the tine of
voting for that absentee ballot if the postmark is mssing or is
illegible. For out-of-state voters, overseas voters, and service
voters stationed in the United States, the date on the return envel ope
to which the voter has attested determines the validity as to the tine
of voting for that absentee ballot. For any absentee ballot, a
variation between the signature of the voter on the return envel ope and
the signature of that voter in the registration files due to the
substitution of initials or the use of common nicknanmes is permtted so
| ong as the surnanme and handwiting are clearly the sane.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. A new section is added to chapter 29A 44 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Provi sional ballots nust be issued, along with a provisional ball ot
outer envel ope and a security envel ope, to voters as appropriate under
RCW 29A. 04. 008. The provisional ballot outer envel ope nmust include a
pl ace for the voter's nane; registered address, both present and forner
if applicable; date of birth; reason for the provisional ballot; the
preci nct nunber and the precinct polling |location at which the voter
has voted; and a space for the county auditor to list the disposition
of the provisional ballot. The provisional ballot outer envel ope nust
also contain a declaration as required for absentee ballot outer
envel opes under RCW 29A. 40.091; a place for the voter to sign the oath;
and a summary of the applicable penalty provisions of this chapter
The voter shall vote the provisional ballot in secrecy and, when done,
pl ace the provisional ballot in the security envel ope, then place the
security envelope into the outer envelope, and return it to the
precinct election official. The election official shall ensure that
the required information is conpleted on the outer envel ope, have the
voter sign it in the appropriate space, and place the envelope in a
secure contai ner. The official shall then give the voter witten
information advising the voter how to ascertain whether the vote was
counted and, if applicable, the reason why the vote was not counted.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. A new section is added to chapter 29A 44 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Any person desiring to vote at any primary or election is required
to provide identification to the election officer before signing the
pol |l book. The identification required in this section can be
satisfied by providing a valid photo identification, such as a driver's
license or state identification card, student identification card, or
tribal identification card, a voter's voter identification issued by a
county elections officer, or a copy of a current utility bill, bank
statenent, paycheck, or governnment check or other governnent docunent.
Any individual who desires to vote in person but cannot provide
identification as required by this section shall be issued a
provi si onal ball ot.

The secretary of state nay adopt rules to carry out this section.

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NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. A new section is added to chapter 29A. 60 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) If the voter neglects to sign the outside envelope of an
absentee or provisional ballot, the auditor shall notify the voter by
t el ephone and advi se the voter of the correct procedures for conpleting
the unsigned affidavit. If the auditor is not able to provide the
i nformation personally to the voter by tel ephone, then the voter nust
be contacted by first class nmail and advised of the correct procedures
for conpleting the unsigned affidavit. Leaving a voice mail nessage
for the voter is not to be considered as personally contacting the
voter. In order for the ballot to be counted, the voter nust either:

(a) Appear in person and sign the envelope no |ater than the day
before the certification of the primary or election; or

(b) Sign a copy of the envel ope provided by the auditor, and return
it to the auditor no later than the day before the certification of the
primary or el ection.

(2)(a) If the handwiting of the signature on an absentee or
provi sional ballot envelope is not the sane as the handwiting of the
signature on the registration file, the auditor shall notify the voter
by telephone and advise the voter of the correct procedures for
updating his or her signature on the voter registration file. If the
auditor is not able to provide the information personally to the voter
by tel ephone, then the voter nust be contacted by first class mail and
advised of the correct procedures for conpleting the unsigned
affidavit. Leaving a voice mail nessage for the voter is not to be
consi dered as personally contacting the voter. 1In order for the ball ot
to be counted, the voter nust either:

(i) Appear in person and sign a new registration formno |ater than
the day before the certification of the primary or election; or

(i) Sign a copy of the affidavit provided by the auditor and
return it to the auditor no later than the day before the certification
of the primary or election. If the signature on the copy of the
affidavit does not match the signature on file, the voter nust appear
in person and sign a new registration formno |ater than the day before
the certification of the primary or election in order for the ballot to
be count ed.

(b) If the signature on an absentee or provisional ballot envel ope
is not the sane as the signature on the registration file because the

(c) If the signature on an absentee or provisional ballot envel ope
is not the sane as the signature on the registration file because the
voter used initials or a conmon ni cknanme, the ballot may be counted as
|l ong as the surnanme and handwiting are clearly the sane.

(3) A voter may not cure a missing or msmatched signature for
pur poses of counting the ballot in a recount.

(4) A record nust be kept of all ballots with mssing and
m smat ched signatures. The record nust contain the date on which the
voter was contacted or the notice was mailed, as well as the date on
which the voter signed the envelope, a copy of the envelope, a new
registration form or a change-of-nane form That record is a public
record under chapter 42.17 RCW and may be disclosed to interested
parties on witten request.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. A new section is added to chapter 29A 60 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Before certification of the primary or election, the county auditor
must examne and investigate all received provisional ballots to
det erm ne whether the ballot can be counted. The auditor shall provide
the disposition of the provisional ballot and, if the ballot was not
counted, the reason why it was not counted, on a free access system
such as a toll-free tel ephone nunber, web site, mail, or other neans.
The auditor nust notify the voter in accordance with section 8 of this
act when the envel ope is unsigned or when the signatures do not match.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. A new section is added to chapter 29A 60
RCWto read as foll ows:

I f inspection of the ballot reveals a physically danaged ball ot or
ballot that my be otherw se unreadable or wuncountable by the
tabul ating system the county auditor may refer the ballot to the
county canvassi ng board or duplicate the ballot if so authorized by the
county canvassing board. The voter's original ballot my not be
altered. A ballot nmay be duplicated only if the intent of the voter's
mar ks on the ballot is clear and the el ectronic voting equi pnent m ght
not otherw se properly tally the ballot to reflect the intent of the

wor ki ng together. Wen duplicating ballots, the county auditor shal
take the follow ng steps to create and maintain an audit trail of the
action taken:

(1) Each original ballot and duplicate ballot nust be assigned the
sanme uni que control nunber, with the nunber being marked upon the face
of each ballot, to ensure that each duplicate ballot nmay be tied back
to the original ballot;

(2) A log nust be kept of the ballots duplicated, which nust at
| east i ncl ude:

(a) The control nunmber of each original ballot and the
correspondi ng duplicate ballot;

(b) The initials of at least two people who participated in the
duplication of each ballot; and

(c) The total nunber of ballots duplicated.

Original and duplicate ballots nmust be sealed in secure storage at
all times, except during duplication, inspection by the canvassing
board, or tabul ation.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. A new section is added to chapter 29A 60
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) The county auditor shall prepare, make publicly available at
the auditor's office or on the auditor's web site, and submt at the
time of certification an election reconciliation report that discloses
the foll ow ng information:

(a) The nunber of registered voters;

(b) The nunber of ballots counted,

(c) The nunber of provisional ballots issued,

(d) The nunber of provisional ballots counted;

(e) The nunber of provisional ballots rejected,

(f) The nunber of absentee ballots issued;

(g) The nunber of absentee ballots counted,

(h) The nunber of absentee ballots rejected,

(1) The nunber of federal wite-in ballots counted;

(j) The nunber of out-of-state, overseas, and service ballots

(k) The nunber of out-of-state, overseas, and service ballots

(2) The county auditor shall prepare and nmake publicly avail abl e at
the auditor's office or on the auditor's web site within thirty days of
certification a final election reconciliation report that discloses the
foll ow ng information:

(b) The total nunber of voters credited with voting;

(c) The nunber of poll voters credited with voting;

(d) The nunber of provisional voters credited with voting;

(e) The nunber of absentee voters credited with voting;

(f) The nunber of federal wite-in voters credited with voting;

(g) The nunber of out-of-state, overseas, and service voters
credited with voting;

(h) The total nunber of voters credited with voting even though
their ballots were postmarked after el ection day and were not counted,
and

(1) Any other information the auditor deens necessary to reconcile
t he nunmber of ballots counted with the nunber of voters credited with
voti ng.

(3) The <county auditor mnmay also prepare such reports for
jurisdictions |located, in whole or in part, in the county.

RCW 29A.60.021 and 2004 c 271 s 147 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) For any office at any election or primary, any voter may wite
in on the ballot the nane of any person for an office who has filed as
a wite-in candidate for the office in the manner provided by RCW
29A. 24. 311 and such vote shall be counted the sanme as if the nane had
been printed on the ballot and marked by the voter. ((Fer—a—partisan

(3) Awite-in vote for an individual candidate for an office whose
nane appears on the ballot for that sane office is a valid vote for
that candidate as long as the candidate's nane is clearly discernible,
even if other requirenents of RCW?29A 24.311 are not satisfied and even
if the voter also marked a vote for that candidate such as to reqister
an_overvote. These votes need not be tabulated unless: (a) The
difference between the nunber of votes cast for the candidate
apparently qualified to appear on the general election ballot or
el ected and the candi date receiving the next highest nunber of votes is
less than the sum of the total nunber of wite-in votes cast for the
office plus the overvotes and undervotes recorded by the vote
tabulating system or (b) a manual recount is conducted for that
office.

RCW29A 60.050 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 1505 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Whenever the precinct election officers or the counting center
personnel have a question about the validity of a ballot or the votes
for an office or issue that they are unable to resolve, they shall
prepare and sign a concise record of the facts in question or dispute.
These ballots shall be delivered to the canvassing board for
processing. A ballot is not considered rejected until the canvassing
board has rejected the ballot individually, or the ballot was included
in a batch or on a report of ballots that was rejected in its entirety
by the canvassing board. Al ballots shall be preserved in the sane
manner as valid ballots for that primary or el ection.

Sec. 14. RCW 29A 60.070 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 1507 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The county auditor shall produce cumul ative and precinct returns
for each primary and el ection and deliver themto the canvassi ng board
for verification and certification. The precinct and cumulative
returns of any primary or election are public records under chapter
42.17 RCW

Cumul ative returns for state offices, judicial offices, the United
States senate, and congress nust be electronically transnmtted to the
secretary of state imediately.

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Sec. 15. RCW 29A 60.160 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 1516 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

((At least every third day after a primary or election and before
certifecat+on—of—the—eleetion—results;)) Except Sundays and | egal
hol i days, the county auditor, as delegated by the county canvassing
board, shall process absentee ballots and canvass the votes cast at
that primary or election on a daily basis in counties with a popul ation
of seventy-five thousand or nore, or at l|east every third day for
counties with a population of Iess than seventy-five thousand, if the
county auditor is in possession of nore than twenty-five ballots that
have yet to be canvassed. The county auditor, as delegated by the
county canvassi ng board, may use his or her discretion in determning
when to process the remaining absentee ballots and canvass the votes
during the final four days before the certification of election results
in order to protect the secrecy of any ballot. |In counties where this
process has not been delegated to the county auditor, the county
audi tor shall convene the county canvassi ng board to process absentee
ball ots and canvass the votes cast at the primary or election as set
forth in this section.

Each absentee ball ot previously not canvassed that was received by
the county auditor two days or nore before processing absentee ballots
and canvassing the votes as delegated by or processed by the county
canvassi ng board, that either was received by the county auditor before
the closing of the polls on the day of the primary or election for
which it was issued, or that bears a postmark on or before the prinmary
or election for which it was issued, nmust be processed at that tine.
The tabul ation of votes that results from that day's canvass nust be
made avail able to the general public imediately upon conpletion of the
canvass.

Sec. 16. RCW 29A. 60. 190 and 2004 c 266 s 18 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) {((Orthetenthday—alter—a spectal—election—or—primary—and-—on
the—fifteenth—day)) Ten days after a prinmary or special election and

twenty-one days after a general election, the county canvassi ng board
shall conplete the canvass and certify the results. Each absentee
ball ot that was returned before the closing of the polls on the date of
the primary or election for which it was issued, and each absentee
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ballot with a postrmark on or before the date of the primary or el ection
for which it was issued and received on or before the date on which the
primary or election is certified, nust be included in the canvass
report.

(2) At the request of a caucus of the state |legislature, the county
auditor shall transmt copies of all unofficial returns of state and
| egislative primaries or elections prepared by or for the county
canvassing board to either the secretary of the senate or the chief
clerk of the house of representatives.

Sec. 17. RCW 29A 60.210 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 1521 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Whenever the canvassing board finds during the initial counting
process, or during any subsequent recount thereof, that there is an
apparent discrepancy or an inconsistency in the returns of a primary or
election, or that election staff has nade an error regarding the
treatnent or disposition of a ballot, the board may recanvass the
ballots or wvoting devices in any precincts of the county. The
canvassi ng board shall conduct any necessary recanvass activity on or
before the last day to certify or recertify the results of the primary
((er)), election,_ or subsequent recount and correct any error and
docunent the correction of any error that it finds.

Sec. 18. RCW 29A 60.250 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 1525 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

As soon as the returns have been received fromall the counties of
the state, but not later than the thirtieth day after the election, the

election as to candidates for state offices, the United States senate,
congress, and all other candidates whose districts extend beyond the
limts of a single county.

(1) If the official canvass of all of the returns for any office at
any primary or election reveals that the difference in the nunber of
votes cast for a candidate apparently nomnated or elected to any
of fice and the nunber of votes cast for the closest apparently defeated
opponent is less than two thousand votes and al so | ess than one-hal f of
one percent of the total nunber of votes cast for both candi dates, the
county canvassi ng board shall conduct a recount of all votes cast on
t hat position.

(a) Whenever such a difference occurs in the nunber of votes cast
for candidates for a position the declaration of candidacy for which
was filed with the secretary of state, the secretary of state shall
within three business days of the day that the returns of the primary
or election are first certified by the canvassing boards of those
counties, direct those boards to recount all votes cast on the
posi tion.

(b)(i) For statewide elections, if the difference in the nunber of
votes cast for the apparent wi nner and the cl osest apparently defeated
opponent is less than one ((hundred—F+ft+y)) thousand votes and al so
| ess than one-fourth of one percent of the total nunber of votes cast
for both candidates, the votes shall be recounted nanually or as
provi ded in subsection (3) of this section.

(ii) For elections not included in (b)(i) of this subsection, if
the difference in the nunber of votes cast for the apparent w nner and

the cl osest apparently defeated opponent is |l ess than one hundred fifty

votes and also | ess than one-fourth of one percent of the total nunber

of votes cast for both candidates, the votes shall be recounted
manual |y or as provided in subsection (3) of this section.

(2) A mandatory recount shall be conducted in the manner provided
by RCW 29A. 64. 030, 29A.64.041, and 29A.64.061. No cost of a mandatory
recount may be charged to any candi date.

(3) The apparent w nner and cl osest apparently defeated opponent
for an office for which a manual recount is required under subsection
(1)(b) of this section may select an alternative nethod of conducting
the recount. To select such an alternative, the two candi dates shal
agree to the alternative in a signed, witten statenment filed with the
el ection official for the office.
